I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952 
on  the  health  of  the  Rural  Disti-ict. 

(l)  HOSPITAL  AND  SANATORIUM  PROVISIONS.  &o. 

The  care  of  the  chronic  sick  is  provided  for  at  St.  tiilda’s  Hospital, 
Y/hithy,  and  at  the  General  Y/ards  of  the  Avenue  Hospital,  Bridlington,  the  Bempton 
Lane  Hospital,  Bridlington,  and  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Scarborou^. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  laboratory  facilities,  nor  in  your 
Public  Health  staff. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Greening,  undertalces  bacteriological  investigations  in  matters  of  public 
health  (such  as  water  and  milk  seimpling) , and  also  in  diseases  (such  as  the 
enteric  group)  which  are  closely  linked  vdth  public  sanitation. 

Laboratory  work  on  diseases  of  non-public  health  interest  is  done 
by  the  Pathologist  at  ¥estY/ood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  by  the  Pathologist  at 
Scarborough  Hospital.

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These  figures  show  a serious  declension  in  the  standard  of  diptheria 
imimisation  in  the  District.  Dor  example  there  is  a decrease  of  in  the 
nirribers  of  children  'under  5 years  who  v/ere  immunised  compared  with  last  year. 

In  an  attempt  to  increase  the  nimibers  immunised  I have  been  sending  a letter  to 
every  mother  of  a child  of  8-9  months  old  in  the  District  reminding  her  of  the 
va.lue  of  diptheria  immunisation.  Immunisation  is  nov/  the  responsibility  of  tlie 
County  Council,  only  propaganda  remains  in  the  charge  of  the  Rural  District 
Council. 


(7)  BACTERIOLOGICAL  DXAlilNATIQNS 

These  are  now  the  entire  responsibility  of  the  East  Riding  Coimty 
Council,  insofar  as  infectious  diseases  are  concerned. 


(8)  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Bridlington  Corporation  supply  the  v/ater  for  the  Rural  District 
but  ;/our  Council  are  still  responsible  for  ensuring  that  the  Vi/ater  supply  is 
of  the  requisite  purity.  There  have  been  no  complaints  of  any  shortage  of 
water  in  the  area.

(-9)  DRAIITAGE  MD  SE^./ERAGE 

The  folloY/ing  villages  liave  a sev/age  disposal  system: 

Hunmanby,  Bempton  and  Buclcton,  Reighton,  Planborough  Village, 

During  the  year  an  additional  sev/age  disposal  system  has  been  constructed 
at  the  Lighthouse  area  of  Plamborough.  In  addition  Himmanby  and  Plamborough  have 
a weekly  collection  of  nightsoil. 

(’10)  COLLECTION  0?  HOUSE  REFUSE 

There  is  a periodic  collection  of  refuse  in  fifteen  villa.ges,  Hunmanby 
and  Flaitiborough  have  a fortnightly  collection.  The  large  holiday  caiups  in  the 
Flamborou^  area  have  a bi-T:eekly  collection,  for  Y/hich  service  a special  charge 
is  made.  This  is  a verj'  desirable  service  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
holiday-makers.  The  standard  of  sanitation  and  orderliness  has  risen  greatly 
in  these  camps  in  recent  years. 

It  has  become  difficult  to  cope  r/ith  the  sludge  from  five  sewage  v/orks 
and  from  the  tanks  of  sixteen  Council  housing  estates.  In  addition  there  are 
private  tanles  to  be  emptied,  and  for  this  service  a charge  is  rre.de.  The 
present  equipment  requires  three  men  and  is  ronequa.l  to  the  job,  A modern 
tanlc  enpt3d.ng  machine  woriLd  require  only  one  man  and  vrould  do  the  job  rvith 
greater  speed  and  efficiency. 
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(11)  FOOD 

There  has  been  no  case  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year  8.rjd 
there  is  reason  to  think  tliat  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  among  food  handlers 
is  being  maintained. 

(12)  PUBLIC  JAY  (FORTES 

These  have  been  constructed  at  Plamborough  and  Himmanby,  A great  deal 
of  senseless  destruction  of  the  public  lavatory  has  been  done  "05^  youths  at 
Himmanby,  vdiich  has  been  costly  to  the  ratepayer.  I say  senseless  destruction 
but  no  doubt  the  psychologists  v/ill  explain  this  conduct  as  the  result  of  xmdue 
presstire  by  parents  on  infants  to  use  the  pot,  thus  creating  an  anti-lavatory 
complex  in  adolescence.  The  modem  dogma  that  youth  can  do  no  v/rong  must  be 
upheld  at  all  costs.

Mr,  Chairman,  Councillor  Miss  Ovraton,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Tenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitar;^'-  and  other  vrark  carried  out  by  yoiar  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December  1952, 

The  total  number  of  inspections  ca.rried  out  during  the  year  for  all 
purposes  v/as  1,878, 

(1)  HOUSING  ACTS 

During  the  year  71  inspections  v;ere  made  in  connection  v/ith  the  Housing 
Survey  and  housing  repairs  generally,  and  notices  were  served  in  26  cases, 
such  notices  being  informal  notices.  In  25  oases  repairs  v/ere  carried  out 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Difficulty  Vt/as  still  experienced  in  getting  repairs  carried  out  to 
houses,  ov/ing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials  and  the  hi^i  cost  of  same, 
but  in  spite  of  these  difficulties  it  is  pleasing  to  note  tha.t  o^vners  are 
carrying  out  necessary  maintenance  i^epa-irs  without  notices  being  served  by  the 
Council. 

(2)  PUBLIC  HEALTH  APIS 

Dioring  the  year  87  complaints  and  nuisances  were  dealt  with,  necessitating 
the  making  of  107  visits  of  inspection.  Notices  were  served  v/here  found  necessary.

(3)  MliK  AIR)  DAIRIES  ORDER

(4)  MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSIECTION 

As  in  previous  years,  the  slaughtering  of  anims.ls  for  human  consumption 
was  carried  out  at  the  Central  Slaiighterhouse,  situate  in  the  Borough  of 
Bridlington,  and  the  inspection  of  the  carcases  \iq.s  xmdertalcen  by  the  Inspectorate 
to  the  Bridlington  Corporation. 

This  arrangement  however  has  not  done  away  Tm.th  the  supervision  of  meat 
and  food  shops,  and  85  inspections  were  carried  out  in  this  connection.  As  a 
result  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  11  tins  of  milk,  13  tins  of  beans  and  26  lbs 
of  butter,  as  unfit  for  human  consiamption, 
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(5)  SHOPS  ACTS 


Most  of  the  shops  in  the  area  are  run  by  ov/ner-occupiers  and  have 
sufficient  and  satisfactory  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  larger  shops  are  visited  periodically  and  75  visits  and  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain  the  adequacy  and  condition  of  the 
sanitary  accommodation. 

(6)  FACTORIES  MD  TORICSHQPS 

There  are  49  factories  and  v/orkshops  on  the  Register,  and  93  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year.  Infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  were 
dealt  with  in  conjunction  vd-tli  the  Ministry's  Factories  Inspector. 

(7)  SCAVENGBTG-. 

The  Parishes  of  Flamborough  and  Hunmanby  continue  to  have  a weekly 
collection  of  nightsoil  and  fortni^tly  collections  of  house  refuse.  In  the 
remaining  15  Parishes  the  collection  of  tins  etc.  is  carried  out  periodically. 
This  work  is  ce.rried  out  b3'-  direct  labour,  using  the  Council's  two  lorries. 

Very  little  trouble  ha.s  been  encountered  and  125  visits  and  inspections  have 
been  made  in  connection  with  this  work.  The  refuse  from  several  of  the  camps 
and  trade  refuse  from  shops  and  caffes  is  collected  tiTice  weekly,  for  Ti/hich 
service  a charge  is  made  to  the  respective  or/ner. 

The  house  refuse  and  tins  are  disposed  of  by  tipping,  and  as  far  as 
possible  vrLth  the  labour  available,  control  of  the  tips  is  being  maintained. 

The  nightsoil  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  same  on  to  agricultural  land  for 
ploughing  in,  and  v/e  have  experienced  no  difficiolty  in  disposing  of  the  nightsoil. 

(8)  SUPERVISIQN  OF  SWAGS  Y/QRKS  AMD  DRAINAGE 

During  the  year  193  visits  and  inspections  were  made  and  no  major 
difficulties  have  been  encountered. 

The  work  of  sewage  vrarks  maintenance  increases  each  year  as  nev;  works 
are  erected.  Sewage  v/orks  are  now  in  opera.tion  in  the  parishes  of  Himmanlry, 
Flamborough,  Bempton,  Burton  Fleming,  Reighton  and  Rudston,  and  all  these  works 
have  regular  attention  to  ensure  a satisfactory  effluent. 

Again  a vast  amotint  of  work  lias  been  carried  out  with  regard  to  the 
cleansing  and  maintenance  of  sewer  dykes  throughout  the  district, 

(9)  FOOD  MD  DRUG5  ACT  1938  - Section  14 

There  are  nov/  46  premises  registered  for  the  sale,  storage  and/or 
manufacture  of  ice-cream  or  preserved  food.  Frequent  inspections  are  made  of 
the  premises,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  any  advice  given  or  recommendations 
made  to  the  ovmers  of  the  premises  is  alv/ays  well  received  in  order  to  improve 
the  standard  of  cleanliness. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice-cream,  which  is  bulk  purchased  from 
v/nolesale  traders  outside  the  area  of  the  Bridlington  R\u:’al  District, 

(10)  RODEIIT  CONTROL 

In  addition  to  ordinary  enquiries  made  diiring  routine  visits,  78  visits 
and  3.nspoctions  wore  made  during  the  year,  and  where  necessary  poisoning  was 
carried  out.  There  has  been  no  incidence  of  anj^  major  infestation. 

The  refuse  tips  and  seivage  v/orks  under  the  control  of  the  Council  were 
treated  as  required. 


( )SUISRFISIQN  I.imiTSMAI'ICS  0?  OQTOTCIL  HQUS5S 

The  inspection  of  Council  Houses  for  repairs  and  rnainten3.nce  has  taken 
up  a considerable  amount  of  time  during  the  past  year,  and  once  again  a large 
amount  of  v.'ork  has  been  carried  out.  In  this  connection  I would  especiallj^ 
lilce  to  thanlc  the  Rating  staff  for  their  co-operation.

(12) GAIIPS.  TERTS.  VMS  AM)  SHEDS 

There  are  19  camps  in  the  area,  wiiich  are  licensed  under  Section  269  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  These  camps  stretch  from  the  e:ctreme  North  to  the 
extreme  South  of  the  Rm-al  District  along  the  coastline,  and  owing  to  the 
distance  to  be  travelled  it  is  very  difficult  to  visit  the  camps  as  often  as  is 
desirable.  Nevertheless  135  visits  a.nd  inspections  were  made  to  ascertain  the 
sanitary  and  other  conditions  at  the  camps,  and  in  most  cases  the  owners  were 
found  to  be  very  willing  to  co-operate.
